The Elections inthe£ast. 

Tlioi-0 is one novel feature to note 
in the electionH in the Old l^ix)vinces 
of the Dominion. Two geutleumn liavo 
left the quiet security of tlie Senate 
Chamber for the active political arena 
of the House of Commons. One of thoHc 
is the Hon. Teter IMitchell, INIinister 
of FishericH and Marine, who has been 
elected by acclamation for >St. John, 
New Brunswick. The other is the 
Hon. Josejjh E, Cauchou, who has 
won Quebec Centre by Bueh a severe 
(we regret to llave to add, 'fianpuinaiy) 
Btruggle against Mr. Ross. It is not 
difficult to divine the motives which 
led Ml'. Mitchell to take such a stej). 
Comparatively young and possessed of 
administrative abilities of a high order, 
he KiigM well'be supposed to aspire to 
a still more prominent position in the 
Government of the country; and liis 
active and independent mind,' doubt- 
less revolted against occupying a secure 
retreat in a chamber removed in a 
aensc- beyond the reach of popular 
opinion; for, wliatever may be said in 
defense of the practice, it is questiona- 
ble how fai' the principle of Ministers 
continuing to sit in the Senate can ho 
reconciled with the spirit of Responsi- 
ble Q-ovemment. But whatever may 
have: been the motives which led Mr. 
Mitchell to seek a seat in the popular 
branch, it is quite certain that lie is 
regarded by many as likely to act a 
still more prominent part in public af- 
fairs than he has hitherto done. Of 
Mr Cauchon less is known, as he has 
been less before the public for some 
yeai'S. There was a period in the his- 
toryjof Canada, however, when he 
stood in the front. He was a member 
of the Executive Council and Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands of Old Canada 
from January, 1855 to Aprill857, and 
Comissioner of Public Works from June 
18G1, to May, 18G2. He was called 
upon, in 18(i7, to form tlio first Ciov- 
ernmeut of the Province of Quebec 
under Confederation, in -which, how- 
ever, he was unsuccessful. He contin- 
uously represented Montmorenci in the 
Parlifunent of Old Canada from 1844 
till Union, when lie was returned by ac- 
clamafion both to the Commons and tlie 
Provincial Legislature. Upon being 
appointed to Senate, he resigned 
his spat in the'ConimonB, but contin- 
ued to sit in the Local Legislature, to 
which he was re-elected by acclamation 
at the late general election. He has held 
thcpositionofSpeakerof the Senate evci- 
since the 5tli Nov. 1807, at a salary of 
$3200 a year. Mr. Cauchon edited 
"La' Canadien" newspaper from 1841 
to 1842; in the latter year ho founded 
"Le Journal do Quebec," of whicli he 
still continues to be the chief political 
editor, lie is also author of a miiubov 
of works, chiefly on Canada. It is wcfll 
that the public of Canada, even to the 
shores of^ the Pacific, should become 
familiar with the record of men to 
whom the current of events ap]i( ars to 
])()iiit as amongst thostjiiulanllicarers of 
empire in North America. ( )f the <'\ ('n 
more brilliant record of .Mv. ilitcliell 
we have thought it less necessary to 
speak, as it is still fresh in the Canadian 
mind. There is one point in connection 
witli this subject deserving of iiotii'C. 
it is scarcely a sign of weakness on 
tlie part of tlie (ioveriiment wlien two 
prominent men amoug.stits supporters, 
one qf ithem a^leading Cabinet Minis- 
ter, thus voluntarily throw up tlieir 
life scats in the Senate and enter the 
arena of active jiolitical life. 'I'iie 
Hir>ral elVeet of tlie stej), in so far .at 
least as ^Ir. .Mitchell is concenied, 
must be to strengthen the Government.
